on,lrslowly, but without halt. 
r!^he tremendous efforts made by 
Field Marshal von Hindenburg to 
stem the tide of victory which was 
steadily setting against him 
have 


given the battle of Arras an appear- 
ance of ebb and flow, but the net 
result is that the most violent ef- 
lor'ts of the Germans to regain the 
initiative have failed. 
Von Hinden- 


burg .apparently used every ounce of 
strength at his command to wrest 
the British from the village of Bul- 
lecourt and the outcome is summed 
in the repetition by the .British war 
office of the statement: 


-• "Our troops made progress in the 
Hindenburg 
• line."" 


Possibly more omnious for Ber- 


lin in view of the wabbly condition 
of her Austrian ally, is the news of 
the great blow struck by Italy in the 
direction, of Triest. The

MUST RAISE TWO 
BILLIONS BY TAX 


SAYS KITGHIN

Washington, May 17.—Democratic 


Leader Kitchin announced in 
the 


house' today, that the treasury de- 
partment had notified him it would 
be necessary to raise $2,245,000,000, 
instead 'of f$l;800,000,000 .by.,the 
war revenue bill now under debate. 
He urged support of new proposals 
to raise the income surtax increases 
on sums above ?40,000 as now con- 
tained in the bill, by the one effort. 


The bill as reported to the house 


was estimated t.6 raise between $1,-

which was expected to defray one- 
;haif of the expenses of the first year 
of the war;

announcement was a 
great surprise; -When the"- movement

Lenroot, Republican, of Wisconsin,

Mr. Kitchin 


fought it vigoroously. Yesterday the 
insurgents were successful, neverthe- 
less, in ge.tting in an increase on the 
surtax on incomes between §40,000

Kitchin's announcement 
today they 


renewed their efforts and Lenroot 
introduced an amendment to increase 
the proposed surtaxes on incomes be-

13.75 per cent. 
"I do not-see," replied Mr. Kitchin. 
"how any member of the ways and 
means committee .can oppose this 
proposed tax." 


To add an increase of one-fourth 


all along the line would fall far 
short of raising the additional $445,- 
000,000, and it was considered likely 
that even a greater surtax than the 
insurgents suggest might be levied 
on larger incomes. 
Meanwhile hope 


of striking from the bill proposed 
surtax increases, as proposed by Rep- 
resentative Lenroot seemed to dis- 
appear. Hope that it would be possi- 
ble to strike out the proposed 
in- 


creased Tate on second-class mail 
matter also waned somewhat, but 
supporters of the proposal still were 
determined to make a hard fight.

We are 
daily receiving letters from numbers 
in this country who consider that 
they are absolved from the necessi- 
ty of saving bread because other peo- 
ple drink beer and who demand that, 
as a first step in food economy, all 
brewing should cease. 


"As things stand no more barley 


"will be malted in tins country ex- 
cept a small quantity for use as col- 
oring matter. 
The last barley was 


malted in February. Therefore, the 
only question is, would there be a 
'very valuable saving in food by mix- 
ing the malt which exists with flour, 
•and making it 
into 
bread, rather 
than by using it for the brevs ing of 
beer. 


"Whether the bre^ ing

beer 
shall be stopped at once and the bar- 
ley already malted used for mixing 
with flour is a. question of policy and 
hinges on the point whether the malt 
in bread or in beer will secure the 
most- efficient prosecution

•war. "Unlike America, beer has been 
for centuries a part of the daily diet 
lor our working classes. 
" "If it be found advisable to stop 
beer altogether—upon which 
point 


.there is a considerable difference of 
opinion—it would be simple common 
sense to allow the workers time to 
adapt themselves to the change grad- 
ually. 
. "Of course, we may arrive at the 
point at which it is considered nec- 
essary, in view of all circumstances. 
to stop all brewing, but until tins 
point is reached and in view of the 
drastic restrictions already imposed, 
it is scarcely fair to let the impres- 
sion get abroad that we are blind to 
the consideration involved or deter- 
mined to continue beer drinking re- 
gardless of its effect noon the war. 
It should he clearly understood that 
because of its relation to daily life 
and the output of munitions beer oc- 
cupied a very different status in this 
country as compared v\ ith its relation 
to the life of the American people."

Reproaches th« Women Because They 


Do" Not Care Enough For Children. 
Says War Is Going to Awaken the 
Religious Spirit of France as Nothing 
Else Could Do. 


Mme. Sarah Beruhardt, who arrived 


in this country last October for her 
farewell tour of leading American 
cities and who underwent a serious 
operation in New Yort, proved that 
she is the most universally loved ac- 
tress tbe stage has ever produced. In 
a recent interview Mme. Bernhardt 
sipped a glass of milk as she talked. 


"I drink only milk now, and I eat 


only potatoes," she explained smiling- 
ly. "That is the way to keep young." 


A recent description of her says: 
Mme. 
Bernhardt, although seventy- 


two years old, is most fitted to give 
the recipe of eternal youth. Her hair 
is tawny gold. Her eyes, the color of 
jade, bave kept their translucent fire. 
The queer quicksilver smile that darts 
all over her face like a scarlet ribbon 
has the old vividness. She was gay 
and charming and indomitable. 
But 


for the first time a certain wistfulness 
showed in her effort to please, and she 
powdered her face and incarnadined 
those smiling lips as she talked. 


"Which do you consider the greater 


weapon—beauty or charm?" I asked 
Mme. 
Bernhardt. 


"Charm-enormously," she replied. 


"Charm is genius, the genius of pleas- 
ing. If a woman has it it does not 
matter whether she is ugly or beauti- 
ful, twenty or fifty. But charm, un- 
fortunately, is born' in us. It cannot 
be acquired. A child of three may 


! have charm; so may a woman of 


eighty. Children, in fact, have charm 
in its most natural aspect, but not all 
children. 


American Women'* Failing. 


"Do you know," Mme. Bernhardt 


added, "there is but one thing with 
which I reproach the American wom- 
en. It is that you do not care enough 
for children. You marry for love, and 
that is splendid, but so many women 
do not wish for children. What will 
they have to love when they are fifty? 
Not a man surely. 


"I was a mother at seventeen and a 


grandmother at forty-two. I pity wo- 
men who wait till they are twenty-five 
to become mothers. 
They 
deprive 


themselves of life's greatest Joy. -They 
are old women before their daughters 
are grown up." 


The interviewer asked Mme. Bern- 


hardt about tbe woman who has lost 
or rejected the stock answers to the 
great questions of life—the woman 
who can find in existence neither plan 
nor purpose and who hesitates to 
thrust her own doubts and vacillations 
upon the generation ahead. 


"I have no patience with such peo- 


ple," Mme. Sarah answered, with a 
dramatic shrug. "They ask why we 
are here. We are here through love. 
They say, What are we here for? 
Why, to love each other. They ask, 
Where are we going? Why, forward, 
onward, through our children. You 
Americans do not love enough. I see 
your men always together, your wom- 
en always by themselves. The most 
important thing in life is to love and 
be loved.

The last 
dreadnought launched there was the 
Arizona iu June, 1013, when thousands 
of im Itations Issued resulted In a mul- 
titude of spectators being on hand. This 
time the spectators were confined to 
the naval officials and the governor's 
paity from New Mexico, numbering 
o«ly about 300 instead of the 30,000 
who saw the Arizona slip from the 
ways. 


The Arizona is COS^feet long and 


of ubout 1,000 tons less displacement 
than (he New Mexico. The New Mexi- 
co has the same armament, however, 
!n her main batterj, twelve fourteen- 
incu guns. Her speed is expected to 
be better than twenty-one knots. 


TLere- has been no dispostion on the 


part of the nary department to con- 
ceal the facts about the new battle- 
ship, official announcement having been 
sent out giving the principal measure- 
ments of the ship and particulars as 
to her complement, etc. 


Statistics of the Warship. 


The principal dimensions of the new 


dreadnaught are as follows: Length, 
624 feet; breadth, extreme, to outside 
of armor, 97 feet 4Y2 inches; displace- 
ment, 32,000 tons; mean draft, 30 feet 
Her armament consists of twelve four- 
teen. inch guns, twenty-two fi\ e inch, 
four three-pounders, four anti-aircraft 
guns and two torpedo tubes 
She will 


be manned by 56 officers and 1,141 men. 


The New Mexico is a sister ship of 


the Mississippi, recently launched at 
the yards of the Newport News Ship- 
building and Drydock company, and of 
the Idaho, still on the ways at the 
works of the New York Shipbuilding 
company at Gamden, N. J. The keel of 
the New Mexico* was laid on Oct. 14, 
1915. 
Although Ler construction lias 


been materially delayed, due to diffi- 
culty and delays in obtaining material 
and the scarcity of skilled labor, it is 
expected to finish her within the thirty- 
six months allowed by the contract 
When launched she was about 67 per 
cent completed. 
t, 


The navy yard Js a busy place these 


days, with between 6,000 and 7,000 
men employed. A short tune after the 
launching of the New Mexico prepara- 
tory plans for the construction of the 
new superdreadnaught Tennessee were 
begun. She will be still more powerful 
than the New Mexico. 


The New Mexico will burn, oil exclu- 


sively and will be the first battleship 
built by any nation equipped with the 
electric drive. This system of propul- 
sion has been thoroughly tried out in 
service on the collier Jupiter and has 
proved extremely satisfactory. 


It has been pointed out by na\al 


critics that the main battery arma- 
ment apparently is not as powerful 
as that of the Queen Elizabeth and 
other modern fighting ships of the 
British navy, but that an inch differ- 
ence In the big gun caliber could not 
bave an appreciable effect in a great 
Ma fight. 


Guns Shoot Far Enough. 


It is admitted that the fifteen inch 


guns of the Queen Elizabeth have a 
greater range than the fourteen Inch 
rifles of the New Mexico by something 
less than a mile. But according to 
naval experts the New Mexico's four- 
teen inch rifles will shoot as far as the 
spotter's range finders and fire con- 
trol officers can see, and when a battle- 
ship is engaged by the enemy at sea. 
what is the use of additional range 
when it is impossible to apot the shells 
as they fall or record hits when the 
aim is right? 


Officers say the fourteen inch gnns 


of the New Mexico will throw shells 
as far as the result of the shots can 
be noted. 
If this is true, they ask. 


what is the «se of too much range 
during a na^al engagement? The ves- 
sel armed with the heavier jnm«; would 
have to come into range of the one 
carry ing ginis which shoot as far as 
the spotter can see.

FARMERS WARNED 


OF GERMAN ERROR 


Young Meat Animals Should Be 


Fully Developed, 


^ 
0 


KILL TOO MANY YOUNG ONES 


Thl« Will R«§ult In Scarcity That Will 


Require Stvcral Year* to Overcame, 
According to Report* From Chicago 
Stockyards—In a Month or Two They 
Would Be More Valuable. 


Farmers of the United States, of 


their own volition, are making the 
same mistake that agriculturists of 
Germany did under government com- 
pulsion, at the outbreak of the war. 
and the United States as a result \\ill 
suffer from lack of meats later oil. 
Just as Germany is suffering now, ac- 
cording to reports from the Chicago 
stockyards. 


The mistake is the slaughter of 


young beef animals and improperly 
fattened or "unfinished" liogs, which 
are being rushed to the mprket in 
great numbers, partly to take advan- 
tage of the present high prices, which 
the average farmer thinks are too 
good to last, and partly because of a 
rumor which has spread throughout 
the country that the government is 
contemplating in the near future fixing 
TnpTJTnnm prices for food products. 


Erery day thousands of hogs weigh- 


ing from 175 to 200 pounds are pour- 
Ing into the yards to be slaughtered. 
By feeding them a month or two more 
they might be made to weigh from 250 
to 300 pounds. The loss of meat by 
this kind of marketing is enormous. 


When the war started the German 


government, realizing that the country 
•was to be blockaded by the British 
navy, but thinking the war would not 
be a long one, ordered the immediate 
slaughter of a great proportion of its 
food animals. The result was a tempo- 
rary plenty, but breeding stock was 
encroached upon, and as a result as the 
•weary years went by there was an 
ever increasing scarcity of meat. 


A crop of wheat or com can be rais- 


ed in one season, but breeding stock on 
the farms cannot be replenished so 
rapidly, so that if the indiscriminate 
slaughter of immature stock does not 
cease packers *»ar that present prices 
will In another year be considered ex- 
tremely low. 


To Open Food Bureau. 


'A food production bureau to act as a 


*leaiing house in the employment of 
men and women and boys and girls on 
the farms of Coot county will be open- 
ed In Chicago by the Cook County 
Truck Gardeners and Farmers' associ- 
ation in the plan to increase the acre- 
age of farm crops this summer along 
the lines suggested by the federal gov- 
ernment 


"The farmers of Cook county have 


been dependent to a certain extent 
upon labor agencies to get farm help," 
said Mr. Geweke, "but the class of 
help obtained from this source, of 
course, has been the expert help. What 
we will need now, if our crops are to 
be Increased, are people to carry the 
crops through the weeding and har- 
vesting season. 


"We will be able to get enough ex- 


pert farm help to plant the crops, as 
one man can plant as much as twenty 
men, can harvest. But we must have 
some assurance that we will have la- 
bor to care for the crops after they 
have been planted." 


Prefer Experienced Workers. 


Mr. Geweke said that the Cook coun- 


ty farmers would ask the Chicago 
board of education to help them obtain 
boys and girls from the schools, who 
irtQ be provided with permits. A par- 
ticular appeal will be made to the Po- 
lish and Bohemian sections of the 
city for helpers. The wages for un- 
skilled farm labor, he said, would be 
from f 1 to ?2 a day during tl e weed- 
Ing season and probably as high as $3 
a day during the harvest season.

The circus, season begins with the 
close of a season. The trains on reach- 
ins" 'winter quarters ;ire unloaded and 
an army of -men set about repairing, 
rebuilding and, :.b'uilding anew. 
When 
the, average citizen is sitting in a com- 
fortable" home not dreaming of the cir- 
cus .that. ,is to come, tlie workmen and 
the artisan are busy. 


Months before tho season starts the 
general agent or commander of tho 
advance, figures out a tentative rout- 
inp for the circus. Then he makes the 
railroad arrangements for moving the 
show*. He gathers about him his ad- 
vertising car managers, his contracting. 
agents, his bill posters, and all others 
connected with the advance of the cir- 
cus. 


The contracting agent goes into a city 
far ahead of the circus and makes con- 
tracts for the .coming of the shows- 
The first advance car follows and her- 
alds the coming of the circus.

car is followed- by t\vo other cars, all 
bent on- advertising the shows. 
Each 
car checks up the one ahead and the 
last car leaves the countryside cover- 
ed with miles of pretty, paper.

More Than Two Million Tons of 


Shipping, Suitable For Carry- 
iof Supplies to Our Allie*, Are 
Being Bnih or Contracted For 


If War Continues Another Year 


or Two United States Will Lead 
All Other Nations—Ship Car- 
penter* Are Needed V«ry Badly

ESSELS suitable for carrying food, 


ammunition and other supplies to 
our allies in Europe, approximat- 


ing more than 2,000,000 tons, are being 
ballt or have been contracted for to be 
built in the shipyards of the United 
States. Today the United States is do- 
ing the greatest shipbuilding business 
la it* history, and if the war continues 
fpr two or more years it may become 
the greatest shipbuilding nation in the 
world. 
"l Including vessels built for American 
owners, foreign owners, undisclosed 
owners and builders' accounts, adapted 
for deep sea service, it is estimated 
that there are 644 in course of con- 
struction or contracted for, with an es- 
timated tonnage of 2394,131. These 
figures are exclusive of ships under 
construction for the navy department, 
oil and molasses tankers, vessel* con- 
gfcrocted for use on the great lakes and 
t&on under 500 tons. 


Of this amount of tonnage more than 


300,000 tons already have been launch' 
cd, about 70,000 tons are scheduled to 
be launched this spring, about 177,000 
tons to be launched during the cum- 
mer, about 210,000 tons launched next 
fall, more than 600,000 tons launched 
next winter and more than 900,000 
tons launched and completed in 1918. 


Beep Sea Commerce. 


"Of the vessels built for service on 
the great lakes, approximating 70,000 
tons, a number of these could in an 
emergency be used for deep sea com- 
merce. 


On Feb. 9 the department of com- 


merce issued a report showing the 
number of vessels of all types of 300 
tons and over. This was the last offl-' 
del report on shipbuilding issued, and 
it is unlikely that any further official 
reports will be made while the coun- 
try Is at war. 


The report showed that there were 


about 200 "vessels suitable for deep sea | 
commerce, approximating close to 
1,000,000 tons, exclusive of craft for 
the great lakes, navy department, oil 
and molasses tankers and vessels un- 
der 600 tons, being built here or con- 
tracted for. 


Since this time hundreds of new; con- 


tracts have been placed, shipyards j 
have been enlarged, new shipyards are 
being built, and many plants are work- 
ing twenty-four hours a day to keep up 
with their contracts. The construc- 
tion of new yards and the enlargement 
of old ones will involve the expendi- 
ton of millions of dollars. 


12,000,000 Plant. 


One of the largest of the new plants 


•will be built for the Baltimore Dry- 
dock and Shipbuilding company. The 
plans call for the construction of one 
of the largest shipbuilding and repair 
plants on the Atlantic coast The com- 
pany has an option on a site at Balti- 
more. The new plant will cost more 
than $2,000,000 and will furnish em- 
ployment to 2,000 additional men. 


On April 1 of this year there were 


in the United States 152 shipyards, 
marine engine and boiler shops and 
238 repair plants, including drydocks 
and marine railways. 


Some idea of what the shipbuilding 


opacity of Great Britain Is may bej 
gleaned from the fact that at the be- 
ginning of the war. exclusive of the 
plants in her colonies, she had 453 
shipyards, marine engine and boiler 
shops, while her repair, plants included 
572 drydocks and marine railways. 


The United Kingdom turned out 700.- 


000 tons In 1916 and 650,000 tons In 
1016. 
This year it Is estimated the 


amount will reach 1,230,000 tons. At 
the beginning of the present year there 
were 403 vessels, with a tonnage of 
1.430,601, building in the yards of the 
United State*. This number was made j 
up as follows: Freighters, 294. oil and 
motasMS tankers, 7C: passenger and 
Cargo TWtels. 7; car floats and ferries, 
8; miscellaneous craft 18. 


Orders For Yew Ships. 


Since the first of the year orders for 


strips bar* swamped th« builders. 
Bethlehem Steel company furnish- 


es an Illustration of this. Today the 
company in Its various subsidiary yartis 
to balldlng more than 175 vessel*. 
About sitty are tukter construction at 
the Fore River yard and a similar 
lumber at the Union Iron works, two 
of It* largest plants. 


The same conditions prevail among 


the shipyards on the coast. The cam 
of the Hanlon Dry Dock and Shipbuild- 
ing company of Oakland, CaU Is typi- 
cal. On Jan. 1 Its employees numbered 
3BO. It has so many contracts for T*S- 
*ds now that it Is enlarging Its plant 
to such an extent that by June 1 it will 
have 2^00 men at work. 


On April 13 Jbltty-flve shipbuilders 


called at the offices of the Federal Ship- 
ping Board at Washington and signed 
contracts for a large number of the 
1,000 wooden rr^els of 3,000 tons etch 
which the T'nJted States government, 
tinder the direction of Major Genewrt 
Qtorge W, Ooeth«5x, will have con- 
structed "to bridge the Atlantic," car- 
rying sappltes to oar allies on the other 
•Me. 


Obly reoMtiy Joseph P. Day, Uw 


real estate broker, leased to the gov- 
ernment and to the Foundation com- 
pany of New York a tract of flfty- 
flve acres of land in the Newark mead- 
ows, 
with a frontage of 1,650 fwt on 


the Passaic river, for the location of an 
Immense shipyard. 


American Merchant Mariae. 


The Foundation company has receiv- 


ed a large contract for the construction 
of the fleet of ships for the American 
merchant marine. The company will 
begin work at once on the .plant, as 
the contract with the government al- 
lows only thirty days for the work. 
The building of wooden ships does not 
require an elaborate plant. Practical- 
ly all that is needed art the ways (a 
ship railway), housing for the tools and 
a power plant 


Ten ways, each 100 feet wide, will 


be constructed, and there will be a 
space of sixty feet between the ways 
so that material may be easily han- 
dled. The ways will be so constructed 
that the vessels, when the hulls are ac- 
complished, will slide into the Passalc 
river, which will be dredged to a suf- 
ficient depth at this point to float them. 


Big Lnmher Kills. 


incidental to the building of the 


Gocthals fleet of wooden ships it was 
learned that the government is cor- 
nering the product of big lumber mills 
all over the country. It is understood 
that the federal authorities have requi- 
sitioned 3,000,000,000 feet from the 
southern mills alone, principally Geor- 
gia, Florida and Louisiana yellow pine. 


It is going to be extremely difficult, 


according to A. R. Smith, editor of the 
Marine News, to get a sufficient num- 
ber of ship carpenters to build the 
fleet of wooden vessels as fast as the 
government wants them turned out 


With the building of all steel ships 


and the lessened demand for wooden 
ones the big majority of ship carpen- 
ters have had to look for other em- 
ployment 


"There are a few hundred ship car- 


penters still plying their trade along 
the coast of the New England states, 
In the southern gulf states and on the 
coast," said Mr. Smith. "These are 
mostly men who-know no other busi- 
ness and who were too old to turn to 
other lines of employment when steel 
ships superseded wooden ones.

"Most of these men were born and 


raised and have lived in one town all 
their lives, and I doubt if many of 
them would be willing, even at the re- 
quest of the government, to leave the 
small shipyards for the big ones which 
will be established to build many of 
the fleet of wooden ships. 


'•There are other old ship carpenters 


who have retired who wiU'be invalua- 
ble in training ordinary carpenters to 
ship carpentry if the government can 
induce them to go to these large 
plants."

ARTHUR JAMES BALFOUR 


Wears Frock Coat and Striped 


Trousers—Movements Sug- 


gest An "Outdoor 
Man." 


Washington has sized up Arthur 


James Half our iu this way: 


Fire feet ten mud three-quartet 


Inches In height. 


Weight 155 pounds or thereabout 
Of slender figure, with narrow ahoul 


ders that stoop slightly, but very long, 
sinewy arms—a figure unusually ath 
lotlc for a man of sixty-nine years. 


The Balfour head Is long and narrow, 


ttlth an overhanging brow, "bulging" 
type. It is covered with gray fcalr. at 
the temples trained down to a thin 
skein of whiskers that extend an inch 
along the cheek. 


The Balfour face is "sharp," though 


the mild gray blue eyes detract some- 
what from the general impression 
gained when the Balfour countenance 
Is in repose. The nose is aquiline, al- 
most hawklike, with prominent bridge. 


The Balfour eyes are rather promi- 


nent, ordinarily steely and penetrating 
save when the Balfour smile comes into 
them to radiate over the entire face. 
This smile is infectious—"winning," it 
might almost be called. 


When the Balfour smile Is working— 


which is most of the tune—there Is 
little in the expression to suggest the 
"bloody Balfour" of Fenian days when 
the then secretary of foreign affairs for 
Ireland was compelled, with firm band, 
to stay frequent disorders. 


The Balfour voice is that of the ora- 


tor and linguist It possesses all the 
charm of the well cultivated English 
vocal vehicle. It is soft, modulated, al- 
most to a whisper at times, though it 
is decidedly resonant when roused in 
public speaking. 


The chief use Mr. Balfonr makes of 


his brilliant power of speech is to keep 
it out of action most of the time. He 
is an eloquent listener, his smile taking 
the place of speech. 


While engaged in official missions, 


such as that which brings him to the 
United States, the British secretary 
for foreign affairs garbs himself much 
as he does when he goes to parliament 


The chief features of it ar,e a long 


frock coat that flaps around his knees, 
gray striped trousers, comfortably 
square toed shoes, a black string tie 
and a narrow brimmed silk hat that 
appears to sit uncomfortably on his 
head. 


The Balfour walk and movement 


suggest "the outdoor man." His stride 
is long and swinging, ajid he moves 
along at a very rapid gait! 


The Balfour diversions—he Is a bach- 


elor-^are bicycling, golf and almost 
boyish fondness for dime novels of the 
"shilling shocker" sort and profound 
works on philosophy. He can recite 
pages of Socrates in the original He 
speaks French, German, Spanish, Ital- 
ian and can make himself understood 
in the original Gaelic. 


That the distinguished statesman 


has a sense of humor is Indicated by 
the tribute of one of his associates, 
who Is authority for the statement that 
"Balfonr can make a really good pun, 
with an American punch, as yon call 
it"

hagen, from Petrograd is quoted in 
the newspaper Poli Tiken of May 13 
as saying that upon his own initia- 
tive he had succeeded in establish- 
ing a connection between the work- 
men's and soldiers' delegates at Pe- 
trograd and the majority of the So- 
cialists in Germany. 


A summary of the interview cabled

for greater interest in the work for 
the local committee, American Fund 
for French "Wounded, a condensed re-, 
port of the 
work done since last 


November has been included. 
The 


'work is an auxiliary to the 
great 


hospitals in France where there is" 
great need for hospital supplies and 
articles which confront soldiers 
re- 


covering from wounds or 
sickness. 


France's hospital facilities have been 
overtaxed and but for the help re- 
ceived from America the soldiers of 
France would be deprived of many 
comforts and necessities. The New- 
ark committee has just forwarded its 
fourth shipment of supplies to the 
Paris headquarters. - 


The boxes contain surgical dress- 


ings and h6spitai supplies as follows: 
34 gauze metres, 
16 gauze com- 


presses, 267 bandages, 65 yards of 
adhessive plaster, 
20 muslin 
arm 


sling. 28 hospital shirts 33 bedspreads 
46 comfort bags, 12 comfort pillows, 
7 brown linen arm slings, 15 sleevless 
vests.

20, 1916, 


Feb. 22 and April 7 of this year. The 
valuation on each shipment has been 
approximately $12-5.00.
